Certainly nothing could be more graceful or fair than Mr. 


Bole's-offer of another peace plan award for a plan to be se- 
lected by the senate committee-which investigated his peace 
activities. He proposes to turn over to that comittee all the 
22,164 plans previously submitted to his own policy commit- 
tee. From these the senate may pick but-the" one it likes best 
and its author will then be awarded $50,000, and $50,000 ad- 
ditional "if and when the plan in substance and intent is ap- 
proved by .the United States senate." 


'. "Going over these plans would take a lot of time, but time 
is something the senate usually has plenty of. To be sure, it 
might involve a few senators in this horrible web of peace 
propaganda. Still, the United States senate' is probably just as 
much in favor of world peace as Mr. Bok himself or as the 
majority, of citizens of this country.
